blin<r, ixud a n>astin;i; 8|)it luriiinL; in 
front ot it, makes a perHon as hungry 
M doe§ on A of Soott'i novels, 1 ut it is a 
TtTv ra 0 sijrht In th!l affe of invisihlo 
lires. 'i'he old kttohfln fire-place may 
1m fonnd ttlll In a few remote back re- 
Cions, but it is more i)i tmcM nie lli;m 
conveniout. Lrt us eoo how they 
cooked in those d lys. There was a hot 
lire mailo or lieinloe'v or othiT w<><ul, a 
buok-log as big aii oiio man could litt, 
whti^h was dumped into its pfa"e after 
nil tlie lire b:id liccii ral oil foi waril: a 
■ecoml smallor log on tiio top uf that 
and a "foiestick' on which the brands 
Avere piled. It wa>< a work n jirt to ffet 
tlie brands into position wiih tlu^ biff 
iron tongs. Great \niXa of smoke ruMlied 
r)nt and eves wept that w. rc nnusi d to 
trara, as they eneoiiDtenil it. ()v«.r 
this great tire that was litorally built, 
the crane of \e olden days swutrj:. i)ia('!v 
and sooty, nud not hooks depended 
therefrom. The nonse-wife of those 
days bent over the hot fir^ at the. ri^k 
of scorching her face, und swung the 
pot or kett e on to the hoo*(; a sort of 
n t-anil-nii^s aiM"5in.jeii enf, for her (\vc:* 
were hliiuied with sni<V;e. nud if she 
missed, the water spillo I mtn the fire, 
and if she hit, the nn<l o*' tlie crane 
l!ew out with the nionieiitum and 
rapped her on the head. A whole row 
of pots an I krttles coidd be hunt^ over 
the lire. 'i'here would he the pot with 
the potatoes Ijoiling like mad, the lid 
tlyinjr up and do« ii with the csraj)in(; 
steam, the l>ake-Kellle, a r und 1 ttle 
kotUe thosha|>o of a cht-(>8e, with three 
leu's, and a lid which liad an iron loop 
to it. 'J his lid was put on ihe fire and 
heated nearly red hot, then it wa.s trans- 
ferred to the bake-kettle which alreatly 
Lung over the lire, and cOn aincd the 
breM or hiscnlt for the fani.ly. When 
the pood woman wished to sue if the 
bread was brown n*^ she liitod the lid 
off with the ton^ which WMO run 
through thi' loop tor that purpose, and 
moYin*; it a^^ide looked in; if they ap- 
pcaretTwhite and dou^^hy she heaped 
red hot coals on lop oi the bake-keltle 
Jid, so that between two lires the bread 
tamed a proper brown. Meanwhile 
Kance-pans sini-nered onth" coals n<ked 
out in Iront; the tca-))ot boilrd at the 
•*8pout"' in its own corner, and a grid- 
iron in front of the andirons broiled the 
fresh shad, or more likely they fried in 
the open trying jKin, which hung before 
the t^-a kettle and the potatoes; or if it 
was dinner, tiio tin kitchen stood in 
front of the hot Hre, and a aavorr goose 
or a joint of mutton, hwntr and browned 
and sent out ])roIligate odors, wh loliulo 
measea of gravy or sauce w ere stewing in 
t'orners. It is hot and headachy worK to 
look back on, but nobody uomplained 
and there was as tierce a flght against 
the modern cook stove as against the 
stove in tlie ni*;(>ting house. At night 
the fire was raked to prevent it from 
going out. All the ends of the burnt 
Wood were clubbed fogcMlier. then the hot 
ooals, then hot ashes, and o\ ur it all the 
cold outside ashes. The jnan who 
usually raked the lire never wanted to 
have it touched. f(»r he knew that as he 
left it there would be liv»> coals to start 
it the n»!xt morning: but yctung.sters who 
were out late would slip into the old 
kitchen and g illicr like shadows on the 
hearth to poke apples or potatoes, ot* 
even eggs, in the hot coals, and when 
they were cooked, carr^ them up to bed 
to eat them. Did ever food iaste as 

{rood again ihoil||^ they have dioeil with 
cingt and •AviPors since: and were 
there ever sncrn BhMv Lnnns as that 
old bake-kettle turnc«l out, such ears of 
ouru as were roa.sied at the kit< hen 
fire, sueli molasses gingerl)r< ad as that, 
eaten hot with bowls ot rich luilk. 
Back-log studies were n *t confined to 
books when vhe giris pared chestnuts 
aud roast* d them on winter nights in 
the glowing coals, and were courted by 
the ruddy bla/.e. 'J'here mnv be a heap 
ot conif<M-t in a cook stove but the^'o is 
precious little ruipanee.
